Sees a School for the Deaf 
for the First Time.

Prli I'm I -mi , who will probably 

become the Kmperwr of China, was 
the guest of thin Institution for so 
llOHr Thursday, May 19, and In that 
limn saw and heard thing* which wo 
hope may be productive of bene- 
ficent results for the deaf of his 
DBtlTfl land. 

Prince Pn Lun came to America 
for a brief visii ami to attend the 
St. Louis Exposition. Through the 
Influence of Mr. Wong, theOhinese 

World's Fair commissioner, who 
has established himself in this city, 
Prtnoe I'n Lnn came to Indianapolis 
as the guest of the city for a week. 
( lommittees of the Gommeroial Clnb 
were appointed to show the Prinoe 
wliai, attractions and wooden the 

city p O SS PUS ed, and in 1. 1 1 ** wi'uk of 

Uis stay there was hardly a minute 

of his waking hours when there was 

not presented to bis attention some 

evidence of the progress and in 
dustry of tlm American j pie. Su- 
perintendent Johnson of this Insti- 
tution was made chairman of the 
committee on public Institutions, 
and accompanied the Prinoe and 

suite on his visit (o lh<< Slain insti 
lulions in the city, as well as on 
many of his lours through the 
manufacturing establishments and 

Other places visited. 

This Institution was the first place 
in the city visited by the Prii 

1 1, was also tint first school for the 

deaf ho. had ever seen, and his first 
Introduction tothe great American 

public school system. Accoin- 

pan led by his suite of live Chinese, 

Mr. Wong, and twenty or lliirty 

members of the reception eotamlttee, 
In automobiles, the Prince arrived 

at the Institution about I o'clock. 

ii. whs intended to give the Prtnoe 
a reception by the children aH the 
party entered the yard, bul It was 
raining at the time, so the pupils 
were In the Chapel. A dozen or 
moie touring cars bore the Chinese 
and the committees, The Prince 

rode in a cat with a closed top, and 
aw be Stepped from it Uioho in 
wailing had their first glimpse of 
him. lie proved to lie a bright- 
looking Chinese, under medium 
height, and of slight figure.

All wore 

the usual long black cue, and I heir 
shoes were of the sort familiar te 
those who have seen Chinese 

The automobiles draw np In front 

of the schoolhouse. The party

where they inspected several school- 
rooms, the art room and museum. 
In the latter are a number of speci- 

mens of work from all departments 

of the school, and showed what 
could be done by the deaf as work- 
ers in various industries. 

Mr. Johnson then led the way to 
the main building. An the Prince 
entered the front hallway his I 
fell Open what is probably the only 

idi Chinese day in [ndlana stretch- 
es the hall. The (lag was 
the property of Hon. W. P. I lei ron, 
of Orawfordsvtlle, secretary of our 

board of trustees. It was captured 
by his son, Lieutenant Charles 

Herron, of the Eighteenth United 

states Infantry, in the re< t B 

uprising in China. 

The party went diiect. to the 
chapel, which had been handsomely 
decorated in their honor. Palms 
and rubber plants made a bower of 
the plat form, while Mags and 

toons of greenery hung on the walls. 
As the Prince entered the chapel, 

pupil arose and waved a

can Hags, and showed to his 
imperial Highness that he was in 
the hands of friends. 

The guests of honor were seated 
on the platform and the Americans 
took a place reserved foi them on 
Hie main lloor. A brief program 
was then presented, in which nn 
attempt was made to give to the 
Pztnoe an idea of the American 
system of education, to impress 
him with the fact that the deaf can 
be educated, and to convey to him 
as diplomatically as possible the 
idea that China is decidedly behind 
the times in the education of the 
deaf and that we should be glad to 
have him use his influence to bring 
about better things for the deaf of 
his native land. Dr. William II. 
DeMotte addressed the party, Inter- 
preting his remarks into signs as 
he spoke. The Prince soemed 
much interested in this procedure 
and listened attentively to Mr. 

Wong, who Interpreted into his 
language what Dr. DeMotte gave 
in English and signs. The 
Americans were no less interested, 
and what was told them, it mijrht 
be mentioned. Incidentally, was 
quite as new to them as to the 
Chinese. Dr. DeMotte spoke the 
follows: 

" it is a matter of great gratiti- 
cation to present to your imperial 
highness a glimpse of one of our 
special institutions. In a govern- 
ment WhetS the education ami 

training of the youth toward In- 
telligent and ca|»able citizenship is 
a necessity, the work is best done 
by the State. Ilonce, we have 
OUT system of free public schools. 
In the operation of these, num- 
bers are found who from defects 

aic Incapable of receiving edu- 
cation by the usual methods, and 
th(« State is obliged to organize 
and maintain special schools where 
the DCedS Of such may be met — not 

as charities, but as parte of the 

great scheme of public education. 

Such is (his Stale school for the 
education of the deaf 

"Since its opening, sixty years 
ago, almost 8,000 youths Of both 
sexes have received trainn 
head and hand for the duties of 
active life. Among the graduates 

are ministers, teaohers, writers, 

artists, scientists, skilled laborers 
in many branches of Industry — 

self-supporting, honorable citizens. 

"There are in the United Slates 

IKty-sovoii such Stales institutions, 
I as many day schools, and 

enough private schools to make a 
total of 138, with L2,«00 pupils. 

In all the world there ate not less 
than 700 schools for the deaf, con 
tabling over 10, iiimi pupils. . 

" Systematic efforts to teach the 

deaf began in England, France and 
Germany lo*0 yea is ago -in this 

country less than 100 (1817, at, 
Hartford, Conn.), this Institution 
of ours being the seventh in order 
of founding, 18*4. I' is to bo noted 
that, the first two Stale institution!* 
established by Indiana WON edu 
calional, the Slate Univcrsilv in 
this school in ISI I. 
" Hut I would not Weary you 
with statistics. I give so much 
that you may have some idea of the 

extent of the wo! B here represent- 
ed, with the purpose of exciting In- 
terest. We know that, among the 
hundreds of millions of people who 

till your vast empire, there are 
many thousands Buffering under a 

like misfortune with us, ami we 
can not but wish for them such ad- 
vantages as we enjoy here. 
"We know of one small sobeolfor 

(he deaf in your dominions, founded 
by Mrs. Annetla Mills at Che-FoO, 
ami sustained mainly by contribu- 
tions sent from this country. We 
commend it to you as a worthy 

undertaking, the beginning of a 

Work which, We trust, fostered by 

the liberality ami Intelligence of 
your government, shall result in 

groat gooil to the class. 

"Again assuring you of a cordial 

welcome— and our appreoitlon of t he 

honor you have done us in th

"One of the chief foundation 
stones of this great Republic is free 
education. In our system Of gOV- 

erment, the stability ami perpetuity 

of the country rests on the intelli 

genoe ami integrity of the entire 

pople. Every illiterate man be- 
comes, in that much, a menace to 
our free institutions. So the Slate, 
not as air act of chairly, not out of 
sympathy for the ignorant and un- 
fortunate, but as a matter of right 
and justice, for her own best info- 
rests, and as a sound business pro 
position, maintains, all over this 
land, al air expense of millions and 
millions of dollars, a vast system ol 

public schoo's. Ednoatien is a 

mailer of loo great importance to 
us to be left to the judgment ol an 
individual or a set of individuals. 
It needs the firm, strong hand of 
Hie Slate to guide it in right paths 
and bring its benefits to all alike 
It is also in accordance with this 
great principle, that an educated 
man makes a wort hv ami patriotic 
citizen and an uneducated one does 

not, that this Institution is esta- 
blished here where the deaf may 
Come and gel that which is their 
righl (hat which every hearing 

child iir the laird may receive. 

" So we have these pupils here. 
Dot as public burdens, but as future 
citizens. Ouis is not only to edu- 
cate b«t to make citizens. Each of 
us is a part of one mighty whole 

ami it hi only as eaoh supports the 

other' that we are enabled to fulfil 

our destiny and maintain, the high 

place we have taken among the na 
lions ol the earth. Our duty here 

is to prepare our pupils for citizen- 
ship ami to enable them to mingle 
on terms of equality with the bear- 
lug-speaking people about them. To 
do this well, we must give them all 

the advantages enjoyed by those 

with whom they associate. 

"You have seen an illustrai ion of 
one method by which we reach the 
mind and train" the intellect that 

method in which the hand takes the 

place of (he tongue and the eve 
stands instead of the ear. I'.irt this 
is not the Qjniy method. Marry of 
our pupils speak and understand 
that Which rs spokeir to them al- 
thOUgh they can not. hear a sound, 
.lust as in the recitation witnessed a 
few moments ago, every movement 

of the hand meant a certain definite 
firing, so in speech, every mo 

men) of the lips has a fixed and 
definite meaning. These movements 

of the lips are much smaller, more 
rapid and delicate than those of the 
hand, yet the eye is capable of 
detecting eaoh and assigning to it its 

proper meaning. When a pupil has 
learned the position and movement 
of the lips for each of the required 
element! of the English language, 

he may begin to see and understand 
that Which is spoken. See it, not 
after a process of translation, but 
as his mother tongue. See it,, not 
only on the lips ol' his teacher, but 
on (he lips of any one who uses this 

language. Ami this will be true 
not only for our language but for 
many, perhaps all, others. 

" But with our pupils able to 
Understand that which is said to 
them, our work is still but half ac- 
complished. We have not yet In- 
dicated how they may speak to us. 

"Speech, naturally, is addressed 

to the ear ami depends upon 

hearing. Often it is taken for 
granted thai those who cannot hear 
cannot speak. Put it has long since 
been proved that speech may be 
taught independently of hearing. 
The sense of touch may be so high- 
ly developed as to enable one to 
feel and, to a certain extent, distin- 
guish vibrations produ 1 by speech 

iir (ho throat and chest. Each 

sound Is produced by certain definite 
movements and positions. These 

positions the deaf child can see, 
ami the movements he can feel. 
Then by various devices, chief of 
which is Imitation, he is led to 

produce them, Whenever a leaf 
ohild has learned to sennas tin- col- 
lect position and giro the correct 
vibration he will produce the cor- 
rect sound. Having learned the 
position for each of our separate 
elements, the ohild combines them, 
forming words and finally langnage. 
" These are a few of I he principles 
underlying our method of leaching 
the deaf to speak. This method, 
. died oral method, is (he oldest one 



known; yet it is only within compa- 
ratively recent years that, in this 
country it, has made rapid and un- 
interrupted progress. Less than 
forty years ago, the first exclusive- 
ly oral school in the I'niled Sta(es 
was established. Last year, of the 
18,500 pupils in schools, 7,500, or 
(10 per cent, of them, were taught 
speech. In ourown Institution the 
establishment of systematic oral 
work is even more recent. Our first 
regular- oral class was established in 
1898, eleven years ago, with ten 
pupils. To-day we have in this de- 
partment thirteen teachers and 166 
pupils, almost 40 per cent, of all 
the teachers employed and 45 per 

cent, of the pupils in school. 

" These air* a few of the facts we 
would present to Your Imperial 
Highness, hoping that they may 
prove of sufficient interest to lead 
you, on your return to your own 
great Empire, to investigate the 
condition of the deaf there and if 
found feasible to lend your aid to 

the establishment of schools, under 

government control and gover- 
nment support, for the education 
of this class. The work is a worthy 
one and its accomplishment will 
benefttsto your vast

the Prince, who advanced to receive 

them and bowed his thanks with a 
pleased smile. Smiles frortr the 
Chinese, by the Way, were infre- 
quent, a very grave air being 

habitual. The Prince seemed to 

unbend more than any other 

member of his party, unless it was 
Mr. Wong, who has been educated 
in English and who has spent many 
years in other countries than China. 
A copy of the lit 1 1** presentation 

speech was handed to the Prince, 
ami he was observed later to tuck 
it carefully into his shoe. 

Superintendent Johnson then 

came forward and presented to the 

Prinoe a book containing a copy of 

the "Outlines," the pamphlet 
Hicerniug Pupils," which gives 

information concerning the <»r- 
titation of the Institution (he re- 
quirements foi adnrisson, what is 
expected of pupils, how and what 
(hey are taught, and all the other 
Information a prospective patron 
of the school might want, the 
"Indiana Language Manual," which 
outlines the work in language, and 
other pamphlets. These W< 
handsomely bound together in 
Morocco, and lettered in grit as 
follows: 

"To his Imperial Highness, 
PrinOS Pu Lnn. Souvenir of his 
visit to (he Indiana State School 
for thfl Deaf, Indianapolis, May 19, 
1904. Richard QttO Johnson, 
Superintendent, ami chairman com- 
mittee on public institutions." 

Wrapped around the book was an 

American Hag, which Mr. Johnson 
explained he felt was an, appropriate 

wrapping, since the school which 
presented it was a pari of the State, 
and truly an American institution, 
In aooeptingtheseuvealr, the Prince 
spoke briefly through his Interpreter 
as follow 

' His Imperial Highness thanks 



you for the book which you have so 
kindly given him. He says he will 
take it home with him and read it 
carefully, hoping at no distant 
date in his own vast Empire that 
he will be ablo to establish schools 
for those who are unfortunate 
through no fault, of I licit own, and 
that they may enjoy life and Ire 
educated as the deaf in America 
are. He has been very much In- 
terested here today and wishes to 
thank you for the courtesy- extended 
to him." 

Mr. Johnson then said that above 

all things the Americans were pa- 
triotic, and delighted at all times in 
showing it. The pupils were (here- 
fore asked to recile " America" iir 

concert, which was done. This 
concluded the exercises, which had 
required something over a half-hour. 
The royal party was then taken into 
the rooms used by the cooking 
classes. While they were inspecting 
these and other places in the build- 
ings, the pupils left the chapel and 
assembled on the front steps. Here, 
wilh their flags, they waved a fare- 
well tO the Prince and his party.

"I would believe in God if I 
could," he said, "but I have lead a 
good deal of Ingersoll's writings 
and am unable to have faith." 

"There are demonstrations of 
God all about you," said one of 
Renfro's companions. 

"There may be, but I do not 
understand tliem," replied Renfro.

The Oallandet memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Bailding for St. Ann's Churoh for 
Deaf -Mut.eH. The present Church 
is situated on 148tfa Htreet, jnst west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of snch a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religions an 1 social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudel 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his namo has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the dent' mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
nniount required for '* The Gallau- 
del Memorial Pariah Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
